B. McNeely thinks that short talks 
or lectures arc beneficial in bringing 
out the salient points in civic. The 
subject of “politics” iu school was 
warmly discussed by Messrs, Mc- 
Neely, Paris, Phipps, Travis, Frank- 
lin, Young. Wheeler, Evans and 
Miss Brooks. Messrs Evans aud 
Young vind Miss Riooks think we 
can teach the principles o f our groat 
political parties without rousing dis- 
sensions. Messrs, Paris, Franklin 
McNeely thought that dissejsions 
could not be suppressed in the dis- 
cussion of politics.

Friday Afternoon. 

The utleruoou was devoted to mis- 
cellaneous business.

The Institute convened at 8:30 
and after tbe singing of America and 
prayer by B. E. Martin, Miss 
Brooks, tbe Assistant Instructor, 
was introduced and gave a short ad* 
dress. 

The subject of Composition was 
then taken up and discussed as to 
the reasons for leaching it by A. L 
Whitten berg. He gave two reasons 
why it stiould be taught. First, Be 
cause it has been presriked by our 
State Board, aud second, because it 
enables us to tell what we know and 
make a definite arrangements of our 
thoughts. lie said that Grammar 
would be found of little importance 
without the power to compose. Piof. 
Willis said it gave the power of log- 
ical and orderly placement, and that 
there are two phases of composition, 
thought and expression ; thought tak- 
ing I he precedence. 

Idioms were discussed by It. B. 
Gass nnd Prof. Willis. Mr. Gass 
says they are to bo acquired by a 
study of the masters of literature. 
Prof. Willis then gave a blackboard 
illustration of idioms, defining them, 
their contradistinction from slang 
and showing their grammatical con 
struction. He illustrated the power 
and force of slang, and said uine- 
tentlis of it originated from the stage, 
and generally from the inferior mem- 
bers, seconded by the newspapers. 
In the course of his remarks he said 
ihut infinitives and participles could 
lie entirely eliminated from lauguage. 
C. R. Newcom teaches from charts 
as to words, and then have pupils 
form sentences from the chart list of 
words. Pictures are helpful and pu- 
pils should begin to write stories 
from pictures as soon as they are 
able to write. The text should not 
be introduced until the third grade 
is reached.
